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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Fulwood  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1938  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  which  contains  the  usual  statistics  of  births,  deaths,  infectious  diseases, 
&c.,  together  with  a statement  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Urban  District  in  relation  to 
the  Public  Health  Services. 

The  report  follows  closely  the  directions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  contained  in  their 
Circular  No.  1728,  dated  25th  October,  1938. 

The  several  sections  of  the  report  record  the  progress  made,  or  the  work  accomplished, 
but,  following  the  custom  of  previous  years,  I introduce  a few  prefatory  remarks  on  the 
Statistics,  and  in  reference  to  one  or  two  important  subjects. 

Population — The  Registrar-General  estimates  the  resident  population  of  the  district 
in  the  middle  of  1938  at  11,160,  an  increase  of  470  on  the  1937  estimate. 

Births  and  Birth  rates. — The  birth-rate  for  the  year  under  report — io-6  per  1000  of 
the  population — follows  closely  on  the  average,  but  is  2-3  per  1000  below  the  rate  of  the 
immediate  preceding  year. 

Deaths  and  Death  rates. — The  death-rate  for  1938  also  approximates  to  the  district 
average,  viz.  : 13-9  per  1000  as  compared  with  a mean  of  13-7  for  the  five  years  1933-1937. 
On  page  9 of  the  Report  I give  the  rates  for  each  year  during  my  period  of  office,  and  this 
shows  the  mortality  rate  to  be  fairly  consistent.  It  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  Fulwood 
Institution  and  other  Residential  Institutions  in  the  district  receive  many  people  who  have 
“ no  permanent  place  of  abode,”  and  if  they  die  there,  the  deaths  have  to  be  accepted  as 
“ residents  ” ; this  circumstance  probably  increases  the  purely  “ local”  death  rate  each  year 
two  or  more  per  thousand. 

Other  death-rates. — The  infant  mortality,  the  tuberculosis  death-rate,  and  the  cancer 
death-rate  exceeded  the  previous  year’s  average,  but  the  maternal  death-rate  was  nil.  No 
special  significence  is  attached  to  these  differences,  as  a small  district  is  always  liable  to 
fluctuations. 

Infectious  Disease  Notifications. — Increases  are  recorded  in  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria 
and  acute  pneumonia,  the  figures  being  28,  12  and  37,  against  5,  5 and  10  in  the  year  1937. 
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Sanitary  Circumstances  and  Supervision. — Year  by  year  increased  duties  and 
responsibilities  are  imposed  on  Public  Health  Authorities  and  their  officials.  The  administra- 
tion of  the  health  services  and  the  general  supervision  of  the  many  sanitary  services  are, 
in  my  opinion,  well  carried  out,  and  the  environmental  conditions  of  the  district  are  generally 
good.  Progress  in  house  building  continues  ; during  the  last  five  years  899  new  houses  have 
been  erected. 

Water  Supply  and  Sewerage. — These  two  most  important  services  have  received  the 
serious  consideration  of  the  Council  during  the  year,  and  as  further  action  in  both  directions 
is  highly  desirable  and  necessary  I urge  the  Council  with  all  the  emphasis  at  my  command, 
to  continue  their  efforts  and  bring  them  up  to  the  standard  necessary  for  the  health,  comfort 
and  safety  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district.  I look  upon  this  as  most  important. 

In  concluding  these  preliminary  observations  in  the  last  Annual  Report  for  Fulwood 
I shall  issue,  I wish,  very  sincerely,  to  express  my  thanks  and  gratitude  for  the  kindness  and 
courtesy  I have  always  received  from  the  members  of  the  Council,  both  individually  and 
collectively.  I also  thank  the  officers  of  the  Council  for  assistance  rendered  to  me  in  carrying 
out  my  official  duties.  The  recollection  of  these  kindnesses,  extending  over  a period  of  18 
years,  will  remain  with  me  always.  I conclude  by  wishing  the  Council  and  their  officials 
success  in  their  future  administration.

The  increase  in  the  death-rate  for  1938  as  compared  with  the  previous  year — 0*9  per 
1000  of  the  population — -is  mainly  due  to  the  greater  fatality  from  cancer,  which  contributed 
33  deaths  against  13,  pneumonia  9 against  4,  and  bronchitis  7 against  3.  Influenza  caused 
only  I death  against  8 in  1937.  Apart  from  these  the  causes  of  mortality  do  not  call  for 
comment. 

The  statistics  with  regard  to  the  number  of  births  and  deaths  have  been  supplied  by 
the  Registrar-General  through  the  County  Public  Health  Department.  The  numbers  of 
births  and  deaths  referred  to  in  this  report  are  those  “ registered  ” during  the  calendar  year, 
corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers. 

Population. — Census  Enumeration,  1931. — The  Census  (1931)  population  of  the  Urban 
District  of  Fulwood  as  constituted  at  30th  June,  1935,  was  8,816  (males  4,329,  females 
4,487),  as  compared  with  6,595  at  the  Census  of  1921.  The  number  of  private  families 
was  1,922  and  there  were  1,876  structurally  separate  dwellings  occupied. 

The  Fulwood  population  at  the  1931  Census  included  over  two  thousand  persons 
resident  in  public  and  other  institutions  as  set  out  below  : —

Estimated  population,  1938. — The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  population 
for  the  middle  of  the  year  1938  is  11,160,  the  figure  on  which  the  rates  in  this  report  are 
calculated. 
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Births  and  Birth-rate. 

According  to  the  Registrar-General  the  total  number  of  live  births  registered  in  or 
belonging  to  the  Urban  District  during  the  year  ended  the  31st  December,  1938,  numbered 
1 19  (males  64,  females  55).  There  were  eight  stillbirths  registered.  In  the  year  19371110  total 
births  numbered  138;  ii4in  1936;  87  in  1935;  93  in  1934;  60  in  1933;  79  in  1932; 
73  in  1931  : and  73  in  1930. 

The  live  birth-rate  for  the  year  1938,  calculated  on  the  estimated  population  previously 
given,  corresponded  to  io-6  per  thousand,  2-3  below  the  rate  for  the  year  1937,  i^nt  o‘5 
per  1000  above  the  average  for  the  five  years  1933-1937. 

The  live  birth-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  15-1  per  1,000  for  the 
year  1938. 

Deaths  and  Death-rate. 

The  statistics  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  show  that  the  total  number  of  deaths 
“registered”  in  Fulwood  during  the  year  1938  was  456 ; of  these  322  were  of  persons  not 
belonging  to  the  Urban  District,  that  is  deaths,  mainly  in  the  public  institutions,  of  persons 
whose  place  of  residence  was  in  some  other  district.  These  deaths  have  been  transferred  to 
the  areas  to  which  the  persons  belong.  Twenty-two  deaths  of  Fulwood  residents  took  place 
outside  the  Urban  District,  and  these,  known  as  inward  transfers,  are  included  in  the 
local  statistics. 


The  nett  deaths  therefore  credited  to  Fulwood  during  the  year  1938  were  156,  (males 
74,  females  82)  ; these  were  distributed  as  under  ; —

The  “crude”  death-rate  of  the  Urban  District,  calculated  on  the  estimated  population 
is  i3'9  per  1000,  0-9  above  the  rate  for  the  year  1937,  '‘‘9  helow  the  rate  for  1936. 

In  1935  and  1934  the  death-rate  was  i3'3  ; 13-1  in  1933  ; 12-5  in  1932  ; i4'6  in  1931  and 
if5  in  1930.  The  average  death-rate  for  the  5 years,  1933-1937,  was  I3'7. 

The  Registrar-General  has  again  supplied  a comparability  factor  for  adjusting 
local  death-rates.  This  factor  takes  into  account  the  varying  population  constitution, 
including  sex  and  age  distribution,  to  make  every  district  comparable,  from  the  mortality 
point  of  view,  with  the  crude  death-rate  of  the  country  as  a whole  or  with  similarly  adjusted 
death-rates  for  other  areas.  This  comparability  factor  for  the  Urban  District  is  0-87. 

The  “ adjusted  ” death-rate  for  the  Urban  District  using  this  comparability  factor  is 
12*0  per  1000. 

The  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  in  1938  was  ii-6  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  population.

Phthisis  (Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.) 

Three  deaths  were  attributed  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  1938,  corres- 
ponding to  a death-rate  of  0-26  per  1000;  in  1937  there  were  two  death  from  this  disease. 
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Cancer. 

There  was  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  fatalities  from  Cancer,  viz.,  33  (12  males, 
21  females),  as  compared  with  13  deaths  in  1937,  with  22  deaths  in  1936,  17  in  1935,  13  in 
1934,  15  in  1933  and  13  in  1932.  The  rate  per  1000  in  1938  was2'95,  the  highest  recorded  for 
the  district  ; the  next  highest  was  2'28  in  1924. 


As  far  as  my  knowledge  goes  I can  offer  no  explanation  why  this  exacerbation  of 
Cancer  has  taken  place. 


Other  Deaths. 


Heart  disease  contributed  32  deaths  against  40  in  1937,  55  in  1936,  40  in  1935,  38  in 
1934,  34  in  1933  and  30  in  1932.  Influenza  caused  only  i death  ; Cerebral  Haemorrhage  12 
deaths  ; Pneumonia  9 deaths  ; Bronchitis  7 deaths  ; Nephritis  16  deaths. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

Seven  infant  deaths  were  registered  in  1938.  In  1937,  1936  and  1935,  five  deaths  were 
recorded.  The  infant  death-rate  in  1938  corresponded  to  58  per  1000  live  births.  Last  year 
this  rate  was  36  per  1000  births,  43  in  1936  ; 57  in  1935  ; 10  in  1 934  ; 50  in  1933  ; 25  in  1932  ; 
82  in  1931  ; and  68  in  1930. 

The  infant  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1938  was  53  per  1000  births.

Panel  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  can  always  be  relied  upon. 

Vaccination — The  County  Council  has  provided  a Public  Vaccinator  for  the  district  : — 
Dr.  R.  Slater.  Dr.  J.  Laurie  is  the  Public  Vaccinator  at  the  Fulwood  Institution. 


Laboratory  Faciiities. 

The  Laboratory  attached  to  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  is  available,  here  all 
Bacteriological  and  Pathological  examinations  are  carried  out  and  reported  on.  Water  and 
Food  analyses  go  to  the  Laboratory  belonging  to  the  County  Council  at  Preston.  Foods, 
except  in  special  instances,  are  collected  and  dealt  with  by  Special  Inspectors  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  drawn  from  the  County  Police  Force.

Ambuiance  Transport  Faciiities. 


So  far  as  my  knowledge  goes  there  is  ample  Ambulance  Transport,  there  has  never 
been  any  failure  in  case  of  urgent  necessity.  The  Preston  Corporation,  under  arrangement, 
provide  this  service  for  all  neighbouring  local  authorities.  In  addition,  motor  ambulance 
transport  can  be  obtained  from  firms  keeping  these  vehicles. 
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Nursing  in  the  Home, 

The  Council  does  not  accept  responsibility  in  this  direction,  but  the  Preston  Nursing 
Association  deals  with  Fulwood,  and  the  Provident  Scheme  in  operation  in  Preston  County 
Borough  extends  into  this  township. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

No  clinics  or  treatment  centres  are  held  in  Fulwood,  but  the  Lancashire  County 
School  Medical  Service  provides  a wide  field  of  this  assistance  and  treatment,  but  all  these 
clinics  are  a long  Avay  from  Fulwood,  the  nearest  is  at  Longridge.

Midwives  Act. 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  the  Lancashire  County  Council  is 
required  to  provide,  either  directly,  or  by  arrangement,  a domiciliary  service  of  whole-time 
salaried  midwives  adequate  for  the  needs  of  its  area.  The  midwives  so  employed  are  avail- 
able for  attendance  on  patients  in  their  own  homes  either  as  midwives  or  as  maternity  nurses 
during  childbirth  and  from  time  to  time  during  the  fourteen  days  immediately  after  childbirth. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Act  is  to  improve  the  standard  of  domiciliary  midwifery  in 
England  and  Wales  as  an  important  step  in  the  improvement  of  the  maternity  services  and 
in  the  campaign  for  reducing  maternal  mortality.  At  the  same  time,  the  whole  status  of  the 
midwifery  profession  will  be  raised  by  providing  adequate  salaries  and  secure  prospects  for 
those  midwives  who  enter  the  new  service  and  by  compensating  those  who  retire  within  a 
specified  period  and  so  reducing  the  present  overcrowding  in  the  ranks  of  the  profession.  The 
Act  also  provides  for  the  prohibition  of  maternity  nursing  by  unqualified  persons  in  any  area 
by  Order  of  the  Minister  as  soon  as  he  is  satisfied  that  the  new  service  in  that  area  is 
adequate.  In  addition  provision  is  made  for  the  periodical  attendance  at  post-certificate 
courses  of  all  practising  midwives. 
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The  Lancashire  County  Council  have  entered  into  an  Agreement  with  the  Broughton 
and  District  Nursing  Association  through  the  Lancashire  County  N ursing  Association,  under 
which  the  Broughton  Association  have  undertaken  to  provide  a domiciliary  midwifery  service 
for  the  whole  of  the  Fulwood  Urban  District.

Hospitals. 

Voluntary. 

The  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  provides  wholly  for  the  Hospital  requirements  of 
Fulwood.  It  is  an  institution  of  a very  up-to-date  character,  rendering  a magnificent  service. 
Admissions — all  urgencies,  and  by  subscribers’  and  payment  cards.  There  is  another 
Voluntary  Hospital  in  Preston,  “ St.  Joseph’s,”  although  not  so  large  the  several  departments 
are  equally  good,  admission  is  on  the  same  lines  as  the  Preston  Infirmary. 

Public  Assistance  and  Infectious  Hospitals. 

The  Public  Assistance  Hospital  forms  a portion  of  the  Public  Assistance 
Institution  and  is  situated  within  this  Urban  District;  the  Sharoe  Green  Maternity  Hospital 
and  the  Fulwood  and  Longridge  Joint  Hospital  for  infectious  disease  are  also  in  Fulwood. 
There  is  no  lack  of  Hospital  accommodation.  In  addition  the  Public  Health  Departments  of 
the  Lancashire  County  Council  provides  Hospital  assistance  for  Children,  Tuberculosis, 
Maternity  and  Venereal  Disease.  Mental  treatment  and  mental  deficiency  cases  go  to  the 
Mental  Hospitals  administered  by  the  Lancashire  Mental  Hospitals  Board. 

There  is  a Joint  Hospital  for  Small  pox  situated  at  Elswick.  Fulwood  is  one  ot  the 
constituent  Authorities. 
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Poor  Law  medical  help  is  available  through  the  Relieving  Officers.  Dr.  R.  Slater 
holds  the  appointments  of  District  Medical  Officer  and  Public  Vaccinator. 

There  is  no  position  demanding  assistance  occasioned  through  accident  or  disease 
that  is  not  met.

&c.,  were  issued  during  the  year  1938,  embracing  as  usual,  a very  wide  range  of  public  health 
services,  e.g.,  housing,  milk  and  dairies,  nursing  homes,  factories,  &c.  Departmental 
Circulars  were  issued  relating  to — registration  of  nursing  homes,  midwifery  training,  housing, 
food  and  drugs,  milk  production  and  designation,  &c.  A series  of  model  bye-laws  were  issued 
in  reference  to  lodging  houses,  new  streets  and  buildings,  mortuaries,  tents  and  vans,  public 
conveniences,  &c. 
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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  of  the  urban  district  is  obtained  from  upland  gathering  ground, 
Beacon  Fell  and  Saddle  Fell,  together  with  a purchased  supply  from  the  Fylde  Water  Board  and 
the  Preston  Corporation.  Through  the  Barnsfold  Reservoir  8f3  per  cent,  of  the  total  supply 
is  obtained  and  i8-y  per  cent,  is  obtained  from  the  Fylde  Board  and  the  Preston  Town 
Council. 

The  whole  of  the  dwelling  houses  (3318)  have  piped  supplies  direct  from  the  mains. 
One  hundred  and  ninety  new  houses  were  supplied  during  the  year,  against  182,  215  and  236 
in  the  three  preceding  years. 

New  mains  and  extensions  to  the  extent  of  1787  lineal  yards  were  laid  during  1938, 
1381  yards  in  the  Fulwood  Urban  district  and  406  yards  in  Ingol,  Grimsargh  and  Broughton 
in  the  adjoining  rural  district. 

A careful  review  of  the  water  question  is  being  made  by  the  Urban  Council  through  a 
Special  Sub-Committee.  As  stated  in  my  introductory  remarks  I urge  the  Council  to  give 
the  water  service  their  serious  consideration  without  delay. 

A comprehensive  statement  regarding  the  water  supply  is  contained  in  the  report  of 
the  Water  Engineer  appended  to  this  report. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  sewage  of  the  district  is  dealt  with  by  sprinklers,  sand  beds  and  land  filtration, 
and  in  open  septic  tanks.  A scheme  for  the  added  area  of  Broughton  is  in  progress. 

Excellent  results  have  been  produced  at  the  sewage  treatment  works,  the  analysis  of 
the  effluents  ranging  high  in  the  lists  of  the  Ribble  Joint  Committee. 

An  Agreement  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Preston  Corporation  to  connect  the 
sewers  of  the  Cromwell  Road  Area  to  the  Town’s  sewers,  this  low-lying  area  being  outside 
the  Urban  Council  sewerage  gravitation  system. 

Further  details  in  regard  to  sewerage  are  contained  in  the  Engineer’s  report  appended, 
which  also  deals  with  the  negotiations  in  respect  of  the  Broughton  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Ribble  Joint  Committee  has  jurisdiction  over  the  rivers  and  streams  in  this 

district. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Water-carriage  is  the  system  in  vogue  throughout  the  district  ; there  is  only  i privy 
midden  at  an  outlying  farm,  and  12  pail  closets  also  in  outlying  parts.  Fresh  water  closets 
number  4977  and  movable  ashbins  3106. 
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Public  Cleansing,  Removal  of  House  Refuse,  &c. 

Details  as  to  the  work  involved  in  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  are 
contained  in  the  report  of  Mr.  Smith,  the  Surveyor  and  Engineer.  The  work  performed 
included  the  emptying  of  160,062  ashbins.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  tips  at  Broughton 
Towers,  at  a farm  in  Longsands  Lane,  and  dry  material  is  dealt  with  on  Council  land  in 
Fulwood  Hall  Lane. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Higginson,  Sanitary  Inspector,  which  is  appended  to  this  report 
deals  with  the  general  sanitary  work  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  Statutory  report  with 
regard  to  factories  and  workshops  is  also  appended. 

School  Accommodation. 

The  Director  of  Education  for  the  County  has  kindly  supplied  the  following: — 

(i.)  The  Fulwood  and  Cadley  Council  School  was  opened  for  instruction  on  the  28th 
April,  1938.  In  view  of  the  considerable  housing  developments  which  are  taking  place  in  this 
township,  it  has  been  decided  to  enlarge  the  School  by  providing  additional  accommodation 
for  100  children,  and  Public  Notices  of  the  Education  Committee’s  intention  to  provide  further 
accommodation  for  this  number  were  issued  on  the  21st  October,  1938. 

(2.)  The  provision  of  a site  for  a new  Senior  Council  School  to  serve  Fulwood  and 
district  has  been  included  in  the  Education  Committee’s  Building  Programme.  Negotiations 
are  at  present  taking  place  with  a view  to  the  acquisition  of  a site  upon  which  a new  school 
could  be  erected. 

(3.)  The  Education  Committee  have  approved  in  principle  the  proposal  to  provide  a 
Roman  Catholic  Senior  School  to  accommodate  the  senior  pupils  from  the  Roman  Catholic 
Schools  in  Fulwood  and  the  neighbouring  districts. 

The  Board  of  Education  in  a recent  communication  stated  that  the  proposed  school 
satisfies  the  conditions  of  the  Education  Act,  1936,  and  in  April,  1939,  the  Education  Com- 
mittee approved  the  suggested  site  and  the  playing  fields  for  this  new  school. 

Public  notices  of  the  intention  to  provide  a new  Roman  Catholic  Senior  School  for 
about  160  children  were  issued  by  the  Proposers  on  the  9th  November,  1938. 

Housing. 

The  housing  conditions  of  the  urban  district  may  be  classified  as  satisfactory.  The 
houses  are  mainly  good  class  residential  dwellings,  mostly  owner  occupied.  Many  new 
modern  semi-detached  villas  have  been  erected  ; all  new  houses  are  of  a good  type.  There  is 
no  shortage,  and  plenty  of  building  land  is  available.  During  the  last  five  years  899  houses 
have  been  erected  in  the  district.

The  Surveyor’s  Report  appended  gives  information  as  to  the  proceedings  of  the 
Preston  and  District  Region  Joint  Town  Planning  Committee. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Foods. 

Milk. — Constant  supervision  of  the  milk  producing  farms  takes  place  ; the  47  dairy 
farms,  on  which  there  are  approximately  950  cows,  are  regularly  inspected.  Milk  producing 
premises  and  methods  of  production  have  improved  vastly  in  recent  years,  although,  in  some 
instances,  there  is  room  for  further  improvement.  Per.sonal  cleanliness  by  the  milkers  is  of 
first  importance  ; given  this,  and  shippons  kept  clean  and  tidy,  no  dirty  milk  should  exist. 
Milk  of  Grade  A standard  could  and  should  be  produced  at  every  farm. 

Milk  and  Dairies. — During  the  year  1938  the  County  Public  Health  Department 
received  6 notifications,  mainly  from  County  Boroughs,  that  tubercle  bacilli  had  been  found 
in  milk  produced  in  the  Fulwood  Urban  District.  In  accordance  with  Part  IV  of  the 
Agricultural  Act,  1937,  the  information  was  passed  on  to  the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  who  arranged  for  veterinary  inspections  to  be  carried  out 
at  the  farms  concerned.  As  a result  of  the  investigations,  2 cows  were  reported  for  slaughter 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1938. 

Milk  ( Special  Designations ) Order,  1936. — -Dealer’s  licence  issued  authorising  the  use 
of  the  Special  Designation  as  “ Pasteurised.” — The  Preston  Industrial  Co-operative  Society, 
Limited,  Ormskirk  Road,  Preston,  at  the  following  premises  : — Shops,  Garstang  Road, 
Broughton,  Watling  Street  Road,  Black  Bull  Lane  and  Cadley  Causeway. 

Milk  in  Schools  Scheme. — The  children  attending  three  schools  in  the  Fulwood  Urban 
District  received  daily  supplies  of  milk  under  the  above  scheme  during  the  twelve  months 
ended  31st  December,  1938.  133  pints  were  supplied.  The  milk  is  obtained  from  sources 
approved  by  the  County  Council  and  the  supplies  are  examined  each  quarter  for  the  presence 
of  tubercle  bacilli.  Of  the  samples  of  milk  obtained  one  was  found  affected  and  immediate 
steps  were  taken  to  have  a veterinary  examination  of  the  herd  concerned  and  the  affected  cow 
was  removed  for  slaughter  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 
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Meat  Inspection. — Examination  of  carcases  at  the  licensed  slaughter  houses  in  the 
district  regularly  made  ; meat  shops  are  periodically  inspected,  and  all  slaughterings  at  farms 
are  notified.  The  extent  of  killings  in  1938  was— -Cows  198,  bheep  976,  Pigs  287.  Most  of 
the  meat  is  inspected  in  the  neighbouring  County  Borough.

Tuberculosis  (Animals)  Order,  1925. 

Six  animals  were  reported  from  Fulwood  during  the  year  to  the  County  Agricultural 
Committee  for  slaughter  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  2 by  the  owners,  i by  a 
Veterinary  Surgeon  and  3 by  the  County  Public  Health  Department.  Three  were  found  to 
have  tuberculous  udders,  two  had  tuberculous  emaciation  and  one  otherwise  affected.  The 
amount  of  compensation  paid  was  ^33  less  salvage  received  amounting  to  ^13  i8s.  id. 


Prevalence  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

Normally  Fulwood  is  not  seriously  affected  by  the  occurrence  of  infectious  diseases, 
but  in  1938  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  cases  were  above  the  average.  The  former  gave  rise 
to  28  cases,  as  compared  with  5 and  12  cases  in  the  two  preceding  years,  and  the  latter  12 
cases,  against  5 and  6 in  1937  and  1936.  No  case  of  enteric  fever  has  been  reported  in  the 
last  two  years. 

St.  Vincent’s  R.C.  school  was  closed  on  two  occasions  in  April  and  May  on  account 
of  the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever.  The  outbreaks  in  these  schools  gave  rise  to  very  great 
anxiety.  I had,  to  aid  me  in  coping  with  these  contingencies,  the  very  valuable  help  of  Dr. 
Wray,  one  of  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  of  Health.

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Treatment  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  scheme  for  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  in  the  administrative 
county  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  who  have  a staff  of  consultant 
tuberculosis  officers  and  tuberculosis  health  visitors  working  from  a number  of  dispensaries 
in  the  County.  Tuberculous  patients  in  the  urban  district  are  served  by  the  County  Branch 
Dispensary  at  12  Walton’s  Parade,  Preston.  Full  co-operation  exists  with  the  tuberculosis 
officers  (Dr.  G.  H.  Leigh  and  Dr.  F.  C.  S.  Bradbury)  covering  the  area  around  Preston.

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Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Year  1938. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  as  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  year 

1938. 

129  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  or  ascertained,  an  increase  of  79  as  compared 
with  last  year.  These  were  duly  recorded  on  the  Register  and  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  the  Lancashire  County  Council  each  week.

Out  of  a total  of  129  cases  reported  46  were  removed  to  Isolation  Hospitals  for  treatment. 
The  premises  were  immediately  disinfected  and  246  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  were  fumigated. 

The  cases  not  removed  to  Isolation  Hospital  were  nursed  at  home,  or  in  the  Institution  in 
which  they  occurred,  and  examination  of  the  premises  was  made  and  contacts  were  examined  and 
supervised. 

16  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  an  increase  of  1 over  the  previous  year,  were  reported  and  recorded 
on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  for  the  District. 

Samples  of  milk  supplied  to  the  following  schools  in  the  district  were  taken  each  quarter: — 
St  Vincent’s  School.  Fulwood  & Cadley  School.  Infant  Council  School, 
and  submitted  to  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  Laboratory  for  analysis.  In  each  case  the  report  was 
entirely  satisfactory. 

Licences  to  retail  pasteurised  milk  in  the  district  were  renewed  in  favour  of  the  Preston 
Industrial  Co-operative  Society,  Ltd. 

A regular  inspection  of  the  licensed  slaughter  house  in  the  District  has  been  carried  out  and 
has  always  been  found  to  be  in  a clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  animals  that  have  been  slaughtered  for  human 
consumption  in  the  District: —

All  the  pigs  have  been  slaughtered  on  farm  premises  and  have  been  inspected  under  the  Public 
Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1934. 
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Tbe  milk  producing  farms  in  the  District  have  been  inspected  at  intervals  during  the  year, 
and  are  now  mostly  of  a very  good  standard  as  to  buildings,  dairy  accommodation,  etc.  One  farm 
made  extensive  alterations  and  additions  and  applied  to  the  Lancashire  County  Council  for  a licence 
to  produce  Accredited  milk  which  was  granted. 

A good  deal  of  my  time  this  year  has  been  spent  on  Air  Raid  Precautions  ; a scheme  for  First 
Aid  posts  was  formulated  and  submitted  to  the  Home  Office  for  approval.  Volunteers  to  the  number 
of  over  100  were  recruited  and  trained  in  First  Aid  (subsequently  receiving-  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Certificate)  and  were  then  trained  by  me  in  Anti-Gas. 

The  whole  of  the  Council’s  workmen  were  trained  by  me  in  Anti-gas,  and  a full  Decontamina- 
tion Course  was  given.  The  men  have  since  proved  themselves  efficient  in  a recent  Black-out 
Exercise. 

At  your  request  I took  the  Home  Office  Anti-Gas  Course  at  the  Training  School  at 
Easing  wold,  York,  in  July  and  qualified  as  a First  Class  Instructor,  since  receiving  my  Certificate  I 
have  trained  over  200  volunteers  in  Anti-Gas  measures. 

The  necessary  books  and  records  have  been  carefully  kept,  aud  the  returns  required  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Lancashire  County  Council  have  been  regularly  and  punctually 
dispatched.

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Ciilverting  of  Eaves  Brook  between  Brook  Street  and  the  Railway. 

Followin<r  upon  previous  communications,  plans  and  sections  and  estimate  of  £2000  submitted 
by  the  Preston  Borough  Surveyor  and  your  decision  of  the  9th  March.  1967  not  to  join  in  the 
scheme,  the  Clerk  and  Surveyor  attended,  as  directed,  at  the  Municipal  Building  on  the  22nd 
February,  to  meet  the  Town  Clerk  and  Borough  Surveyor  to  discuss  this  question.  A frank  and 
amiable  conference  took  place,  the  legal  and  practical  issues  being  thoroughly  examined.  Your 
attitude  regarding  the  inclusion  of  Fulwood  in  a responsible  and  expensive  undertaking  (Fulwood 
to  bear  half  the  cost)  remained  unchanged  ; though  it  was  agreed  that  the  Surveyors  or  their 
representatives  of  each  authority  should  traverse  and  examine  the  brook  and  culvert  up  to  Garstang 
Road.  This  arrangement  did  not  eventuate,  in  fact,  no  further  communication  was  received  from  the 
Corporation,  but  I recently  observed  that  their  men  were  engaged  in  cleaning  and  repairing  the 
culvert  at  the  Garstang  Road  end  without  any  reference  to  Fulwood. 

The  objections  to  joining  iu  the  project  may  usefully  be  re-stated  : — 

1 . The  object  in  culverting  the  brook  was  to  cover  up  the  nuisance  from  pollution  and  to  remove 
obstructive  and  offensive  material. 

2.  That  if  Fulwood  contributed  to  the  cost  it  would  create  a precedent,  and  could  be  used  to 
apply  to  further  expenditure  iu  culverting  from  Garstang  Road  to  Cromwell  Road. 

3.  Culverting  would  pond  up  subsoil  drainage  as  is  proved  by  existing  conditions,  instead  of 
which  surface  and  underground  water  should  reach  the  brook  naturally  and  without 
restriction. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Excellent  results  have  been  produced  at  your  disposal  works,  the  analyses  of  the  sewage 
effluents  ranging  high  iu  the  lists  issued  from  time  to  time  by  the  Ribble  Joint  Committeee. 

The  sample  taken  on  the  30th  June,  1938  gave  analytical  figures  that  placed  Fulwood  No  1 
out  of  30  examples. 

The  otdy  difficulty  experienced  is  the  usual  one  of  sludge  disposal,  and  as  no  local  farmers 
can  be  persuaded  to  move  any,  steps  are  being  taken  to  tram  ” it  from  the  sludge  lagoons  to  the 
low  lying  portion  of  land  at  the  South  West  side  of  the  irrigation  area. 

An  examination  of  these  works  was  made  by  the  Councillors  on  the  occasion  of  the  Annual 
Inspection  on  the  1.5th  June,  1938,  when  the  various  provisions  and  processes  were  described. 

The  sewers  have  been  frequently  inspected,  manholes  cleansed  and  freed  from  obstruction, 
and  a defective  (badly  jointed)  portion  of  the  northern  main  sewer  behind  the  workhouse  has  been 
re-jointed  and  made  sound  for  a distance  of  130  yards. 

Ctoinirell  Hoad  (S(juth)  Seiverage.  .As  the  disposal  of  sewage  from  this  locality  could 
not  be  effecteil  l)y  Fulwood  owing  to  the  low  lying  area  being  outside  the  sewerage  gravitation 
system,  it  was  decided  to  enter  into  an  agreement,  duly  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  for  the 
Preston  Corporation  to  receive  and  treat  the  sewage.  The  requisite  connection  to  the  Corporation 
sewer  has  been  made. 

In  July  the  Solicitors  of  the  Rossall  Building  Company  asked  the  Council  to  contribute  to 
part  of  the  cost  of  sewering  their  estate  in  Cadley  Causeway.  The  Council  disclaimed  responsibility 
foi  any  part  of  the  cost. 
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Three  owners  of  property  in  Lower  IJank  Road  having  represented  that  they  held  the  Council 
responsible  for  drainage  caused  by  flooding  from  their  drains  during  heavy  rain  or  storms,  and 
alleging  that  the  sewer  in  that  road  was  defective  and  inadequate,  the  matter  was  referred  to  the 
Chairman  of  this  Committee  and  the  Surveyor  to  confer  with  such  owners.  The  conference  was  duly 
held  and  on  the  report  thereon  the  Council  decided  that  the  owners  be  informed  that  the  Council  was 
not  liable  for  any  damage,  that  the  sewer  was  not  defective  or  inadequate  and  that  the  fault  lay  in 
the  bad  gradient  of  the  private  drainage. 

The  provision  of  drain  contrivances  by  the  owners  was  advised. 


Broughton  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  procedure  which  has  governed  this  important  matter  originating  with  the  Rural 
Council’s  endeavours  to  defeat  the  Fulwood  proposals  has  continued  to  be  vexatious  and  delaying. 
In  March,  1 938,  in  order  to  quicken  consideration,  I was  instructed  to  give  copies  of  the  correspondence 
and  all  material  particulars  to  the  Rural  Council’s  Consulting  Engineer.  By  the  10th  June  the 
latter  reported  on  the  Rural  and  Urban  Schemes,  adhering  to  the  suggestion  to  abandon  the  existing 
and  proposed  F ulwood  works  by  taking  the  sewage  from  both  districts  to  Lea,  thence  by  pumping  to 
the  (Corporation  works  at  Freckleton.  On  the  14th  June  I reported  in  detail  upon  such  designs  on 
which,  together  with  an  explanatory  statement  on  the  situation  made  by  the  Chairman  of  this 
Committee  on  the  10th  May,  the  Council  thought  it  advisable  to  engage  a Consulting  Engineer  to 
review  and  report  upon  the  Fulwood  scheme.  On  the  21st  June,  II.  C.  Whitehead,  Esq.,  M. Inst.  C.E., 
of  Birmingham,  was  selected  as  Consultant,  and  he  visited  the  present  and  proposed  sites,  and 
exhaustively  examined  the  sewerage  plans,  sections,  &c.  in  draft,  and  the  approximate  estimates  of 
sewerage,  and  the  provision  of  the  several  types  of  tanks,  storm  water  tanks,  filters  and  sludge  treatment. 

The  terms  of  reference  made  in  July  to  .Mr.  Whitehead  may  here  be  appropriately  reproduced 
for  the  benelit  of  old  and  new  members  as  containing  the  history  and  other  representations  indicative 
of  the  Fulwood  Council’s  desire  and  intention  to  cope  as  expeditiously  and  effectually  as  possible  with 
the  sewerage  of  Broughton,  especially  in  view  of  the  increase  in  population  and  the  menace  to  health 
arising  from  polluted  streams  in  that  area. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  of  that  portion  of  Broughton  tvithin  the 

Urban  Area  <f  Fulwood. 

The  Broughton  area — known  as  the  Broughton  East  and  West  Wards  was  added  to  Fulwood 
under  a Review  of  Districts  Order  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  .\pril,  1934. 

At  the  Ministry  of  Health  Enquiry,  held  by  Colonel  Hill,  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  which  began  on  tlie  27th  April,  1934  evidence  was  given  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  to  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  supporting  a proposed  scheme  prepared  by  me  on  behalf  of  the  Fulwood 
Council  to  sewer  this  area,  and  a large  map  (ordnance)  was  exhibited  during  the  whole  of  the  Inquiry, 
clearly  indicating  that  the  Fulwood  Council  could  eflBciently  sewer  this  area  and  dispose  of  the 
sewage  on  or  adjacent  to  their  existing  Fulwood  works  at  Cottam. 

Previous  to  tlie  Inquiry  the  Inspector  traversed  the  new  area  and  visited  the  Fulwood  works 
and  appeared  satisfied  with  the  mode  of  treatment  and  the  suitability  of  land  adjoining  on  which  to 
treat  the  Broughton  sewage. 

The  sewerage  question  was  undoubtedly  the  main  practical  issue  which  led  to  the  Order 
being  made  in  favour  of  Fulwood. 
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At  the  direction  of  the  Inspector  a Conference  was  held  during  the  course  of  the  Inquiry, 
when  the  Engineering  representatives  of  tlie  County,  Fulwooi],  the  Rural  District  of  Preston  and  the 
Preston  Corporation  discussed  the  merits  of  the  proposals  of  Fulwood  and  the  Rural  Council  when 
it  was  decided — and  such  representation  was  made  known  to  the  Inspector — that  the  scheme  of  the 
Rural  Council  to  bring  the  sewage  of  Fulwood  and  Broughton  to  one  outfall  which  was  to  discharge 
at  the  Freckletou  sewage  disposal  area  of  the  Corporation,  involving  the  abandonment  of  the  existing 
Fulwood  works,  was  unnecessary  and  undesirable. 

At  that  time  Ingol  was  the  only  portion  of  the  Rural  Area  converging  to  the  system 
advocated  by  F ulwood. 

In  due  course  F' ulwood  began  their  preparations  to  design  on  definite  lines  the  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  of  Broughton,  and  although  unavoidable  delay  had  occurred  owing  to  protracted 
negotiations  for  land  on  the  north  side  of  the  Cottam  works,  ending  in  the  choice  of  other  land  on 
the  south  side  of  those  works,  the  newly  arranged  scheme  was  approaching  completion  by  September 
of  1937. 


At  the  end  of  that  month  overtures  were  made  by  the  Rural  Council  to  consider  an  alterna- 
tive to  the  Fulwood  scheme,  and  a conference  was  held  here  on  the  1st  November,  1937,  when 
the  Rural  representatives,  who  were  being  pressed  to  sewer  the  Blackpool  Road,  &c.  area  of  their 
district,  argued  that  to  avoid  the  multiplication  of  sewage  disposal  areas,  new  works  should  be 
constructed  at  Lea  to  treat  the  sewage  of  Fulwood  and  Broughton,  and  dispense  with  the  present 
Fulwood  works.  The  rejoinder  of  the  Fulwood  Council  was  to  the  effect  that  as  the  Bural  sewage 
could  be  pumped  from  Lea  to  the  Fulwood  works  no  multiplication  need  arise 

The  Rural  reply  to  this  solution  was  to  advance  another  scheme  whereby  the  Fulwood  works 
were  to  be  abandoned  and  the  Urban  and  Rural  sewage  pumped  from  Lea  to  the  Freckleton  works 
of  the  Preston  Corporation. 

The  Broughton  scheme  is  therefore  held  up  pending  the  Consulting  Engineer’s  Beport  upon 
the  proposals  referred  to. 

The  Broughton  District  is  divided  into  two  drainage  areas  converging  to  a main  outfall 
sewer  discharging  by  gravitation  to  the  sewage  disposal  works. 

Water  closets  are  universal. 

The  system  is  a combined  one  with  suitable  storm  overflows  into  streams. 

Plans  and  sections  and  data  have  been  prepared  shewing  the  Fulwood  scheme  for  Broughton. 

After  a conference  between  Mr.  Whitehead  and  the  Sewerage  Sub-Conunittee  his  report  was 
made  on  the  22nd  September,  1938  and  submitted  to  this  Committee  on  the  1 1th  October.  A copy 
of  this  report  was  subsequently  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Council  and  all  that  need  now  be  said  is 
ta  quote  therefrom  the  last  paragraph  : I have  no  hesitation  in  advising  you  to  adopt  the  scheme 

prepared  by  your  Surveyor.” 

'I'he  Preston  R.D.C.  were  accordingly  informed,  and  an  offer  made  to  that  Council  for 
Fulwood  to  receive  and  treat  the  sewage  of  Ingol  at  a price  to  cover  the  cost  of  treatment  and  any 
necessary  increase  in  the  size  of  the  new  Broughton  outfall  sewer. 

On  the  7th  December  the  Rural  Council  wrote  their  non-acceptance  of  the  Fulwood  scheme 
and  offers,  thereafter  it  was  decided  that  a special  Sub-Committee  consisting  of  Councillors  Cooke, 
Nightingale,  Jones  and  Garratt  should  be  formed  to  enter  into  negotiations  for  land  purchase,  and  to 
refer  the  particulars  to  the  District  Valuer  for  his  valuation. 
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To  bring  the  full  succession  of  events  to  your  special  notice  it  must  be  conceded  that  from 
the  time  of  the  “ crisis  ” in  September  last,  until  now  (May,  1939)  the  final  preparation  of  the  plans 
and  other  details  to  fit  the  whole  of  the  Broughton  scheme  and  also  for  the  extension  and  revision  of 
the  Fulwood  woi  ks  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  completely  thrown  out  of  gear  by 
the  imperative  and  imposing  demands  made  by  the  Home  Office  and  other  Governmental  Departments 
concerning  Air  Raid  Precautions  and  contingent  requirements.  The  work  of  the  technical,  clerical 
and,  for  a time,  the  outdoor  staffs  were,  and  still  continues  to  be  somewhat  overshadowed  and 
disturbed  by  the  stream  of  orders,  instructions,  regulations,  technical  and  statistical  and  other  returns, 
the  provision  of  plans,  sections,  cartoons,  illustrations  and  specific  matters,  including  the  revision  of 
the  Fire  Brigade  and  its  equipment,  the  creation  and  equipment  of  a central  depot,  the  establishment 
of  Auxiliary  Fire  Service,  &c  , has  pressed  vital  and  inescapable  demands  upon  the  Council  and  its 
Officers.  In  consequence  it  has  been  utterly  impossible  for  the  scheme  to  proceed  other  than 
intermittently. 

To  add  to  the  delay,  an  exorbitant  price  recently  claimed  for  land  scheduled  for  a part  of 
the  new  works  has  resulted  in  a careful  search  and  survey,  and  the  adoption  of  new  considerations  to 
provide  an  adequate  alternative  site,  and  this  phase  of  the  matter  is  now  engaging  special  and  prompt 
attention. 


Preston  and  District  Region  Joint  Town  Planning  Scheme. 

Extensions  of  time  for  the  submission  of  a preliminary  scheme  have  been  sought  from  and 
granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  concentration  advised  on  the  Fulwood  portion  of  the  scheme, 
causing  a vast  amount  of  detail  to  be  prepared  and  considered  within  a limited  period,  and  towards 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  there  was  great  expedition  in  producing  the  draft  of  this  scheme.  This 
draft,  in  description  and  by  its  clauses,  schedules  and  suggested  rules  covered  75  foolscap  sheets  of 
typed  matter  and  was  referred  to  the  Clerks  and  Surveyors  of  the  authorities  in  the  Region  and  they 
held  many  interesting  and  protacted  meetings  in  traversing  the  clauses  seriatim.  The  items  contained 
many  legal  and  practical  problems,  and  comprehended  many  important  and  far  reaching  subjects 
which  are  to  be  found  in  the  draft  supplied  to  each  member  in  February,  1939.

The  “ tips  ” where  refuse  is  at  present  disposed  of  are  at  Broughton  Towers ; a farm  in 
liOngsands  Lane;  with  occasional  attention  as  to  disposal  of  dry  material  and  soiling  the  surface  at 
the  Council’s  land  in  Fulwood  Hall  Lane 

The  actual  cost  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1939  was  at  the  rate  of  9/5  9d.*  per  house, 
compared  with  10/2d.  for  1937-38.  (*  This  includes  charges  of  principal  and  interest  on  the  two 

motor  wagons  and  the  cost  of  their  maintenance). 

Trade  refuse  is  still  removed  by  special  arrangements,  viz. : From  five  shops  of  the 
Preston  Industrial  Co-operative  Society,  who  pay  at  the  rate  of  10/-  for  a weekly  collection;  and 
from  the  Sharoe  Green  Hospital  for  which  10/-  per  week  is  paid  for  a daily  collection  of  furnace 
ashes,  &c.  (excepting  Sundays.)

The  approach  road  was  concreted  as  far  as  the  Tool  House  between  the  reservoirs. 


Works  of  renovation  to  gates,  posts,  notice  boards,  fences  and  other  woodwork  at  penstocks 
and  valve  house  at  Barnsfold  and  on  Beacon  Fell  were  carried  out  and  paintetl  where  necessary ; 
special  fencing  extending  364  yards  was  done  at  the  boundary  to  fields  lately  occupied  by  Hornby 
with  the  object  of  keeping  cattle  and  sheep  off  land  underdrained  by  the  Council  to  prevent  pollution. 

The  extension  of  the  main  collecting  drain  discharging  at  the  head  of  No.  1 reservoir  has 
not  been  carried  further  than  mentioned  in  my  last  report  for  the  reason  then  stated,  but  certain 
lengths  of  this  drain  have  been  rodded  and  cleansed,  and  some  of  it  re-laid  to  better  gradients.  The 
increased  volume  of  water  now  carried  by  this  route  has  fully  justified  the  cost. 

The  Annual  Inspection  was  made  on  the  loth  June,  1938. 

No  Fishing  permits  were  issued. 

The  Stone  Quarry  is  not  now  worked  by  the  Preston  B..D.C. 

The  culverting  of  the  tvatercourse  around  part  of  the  reservoir  and  lands  belonging  to 
the  Council  in  accordance  with  the  scheme  of  the  Rural  Council  as  amended  by  you  has  been  done, 
and  the  ground  is  being  filled  in  and  levelled.  Facilities  for  draining  the  Council’s  land  into  this 
culvert  are  provided.  The  work  remaining  to  be  done  is  the  formation  of  a footpath  and  the  fencing 
thereof  to  prevent  danger  to  pedestrians  and  to  prevent  trespass. 

In  connection  with  the  Negotiations  with  the  Fylde  Water  Board  a prolific  amount  of 
Technical,  practical  and  statistical  information  has  been  furnished  by  me  to  the  Board  in  response  to 
several  Questionnaires,  and  the  following  extracts  should  be  helpful  in  estimating  the  value  and  extent 
of  your  Waterworks  undertaking: 

Plans  shewing  the  land  at  Beacon  Fell  and  the  Reservoir.  Area  owned  by  Council, 
367  acres  ; area  drained  to  reservoirs,  ’295  acres.
